I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  1962. 


This  year  saw  the  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  in 
various  areas  and  although  there  was  no  case  in 
Presteigne,  a large  number  of  the  population  were  vac- 
cinated at  their  own  request.  Many  of  these  people  had 
never  been  previously  vaccinated  and  this  shewed  the 
urgent  need  for  children  to  be  properly  immunised  in 
infancy  to  avoid  risks  in  later  life.  With  modern 
methods  and  techniques  this  is  a simple  business. 

is  fco  be  hoped  that  work  will  shortly  begin  on 
the  Main  Services  improvements  thus  enabling  an  early 
start  on  a housing  programme.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual 
Report,  upon  the  work  carried  out  and  falling  within  my 
scope  during  1962. 

Routine  work  continued  through  the  year  under 
review  and  no  particular  difficulties  were  encountered. 

I referred,  in  my  last  Report,  to  the  delay  occas- 
ioned in  the  erection  of  a new  slaughterhouse  in  Slough 
Road.  At  that  time  of  writing,  November  1962,  we  were 
still  awaiting  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
to  the  proposal.  This  later  arrived  but,  coupled  with  the 
very  severe  weather,  prevented  any  start  on  detailed 
work  until  the  late  Spring  of  1963. 

All  the  groundwork  and  preparation  of  plans  was 
carried  out  by  your  Consulting  Engineers  into  the  pro- 
posals for  a new  Water  Scheme  and  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works.  In  regard  to  the  latter  a Ministry  Inquiry  was 
held  in  August  1962  and  subsequently  the  Minister 
approved  the  scheme.  Work  has  now  commenced. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  consideration,  to  express  my 
thanks,  to  Dr.  Walker,  and  to  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Richards, 
for  their  help  and  co-operation.
